Plainly showing his irritation, 
Whitsitt asked Harvard why he had

time trying for a compromise.” The 
mayor claimed Harvard had in­ 
dicated he would “go for” H atchers 
plan only to renege at the last op­ 
portunity. 
Harvard replied that he’d been 
against the development all the time 
and had only approved of H atchers 
initial proposal to add a buffer zone of 
houses to the north. 
In a lengthy prepared statement 
Hatchell told the council (minus Bob 
Collins who holds a financial interest 
in the applicant, Collin County 
Savings and Loan) that he had 
changed his mind about the shopping 
center during the past two weeks. 
He admitted that he might have 
been negatively influenced by some 
threats and comments from 
the 
residents concerned and stressed that 
if this were the case, his vote was 
unfair. 
Hatchell said he still believes a 
compromise could be worked out to 
increase retail development in Plano 
and provide a buffer for nearby 
homeowners. 
He outlined three alternatives: add 
to the proposed setbacks and restrict 
the amount of retail; drastically 
reduce the retail to 150,000 square feet 
from the requested 250,000; or add SF- 
2 buffers to the north and west. 
Selecting the third alternative, 
Hatchell pointed out that by creating a 
tier of lots on the north and west,

The mayor who is a homebuilder 
told Hatchell that it would be very 
difficult to fit a tier of homes in on the 
north side. He also pointed out that it 
would be very difficult to sell a home 
facing an eight-foot walled retail area. 
With Hatchell’s agreement assured, 
Whitsitt then convinced Jackson to 
accept a tier of homes on the western 
boundary rather than a 55-foot park­ 
way with a landscaped eight-foot wall. 
Jackson was clearly reluctant to 
abandon a tree line which developers 
had promised would be supplemented 
to thoroughly screen the retail from 
homes across Greenway Dr. He also 
said he was worried about the ad­ 
ditional

that 
would 
be 
generated on Greenway. 


Whitsitt did get his approval, 
however, only to find that Harvard 
would not vote for the motion with 
offices on the north. Sherrill also 
opposed the motion which failed 2-2. 
Sherrill then attempted to get the 
original ordinance which was ap­ 
proved at the public hearing en­ 
dorsed. She and Jackson voted for the 
ordinance with Hatchell and Harvard 
opposing.

Money Hunt 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - Texas 
legislators are engaged in their 
biennial game of juggling huge sums 
of money in an effort to make the total 
they spend balance with the amount of 
revenue available at the end of the 
legislative session. 
Last week, the “magic number” for 
money needed was $990 million — 
enough to pay for a $170 million 
teacher retirement bill and a school 
finance-teacher pay package of ap­ 
proximately $820 million. The budget 
writers bemoaned the fact they were 
$41 million short. 
Comptroller Bob Bullock brought 
some good news Monday, saying the 
state would have an additional $171 
million available in the next two years 
because of rising tax income. 
But the legislative checkbook still 
doesn’t balance.

Livingston’s Appeal 


The Supreme Court has rejected the 
appeal of James Livingston, con­ 
victed in a 1974 grocery store robbery 
outside McKinney that left three 
persons dead. 
Justices refused to hear claims that 
Livingston, now on death row in . 
Huntsville State Prison, was denied a 
fair trial and sentencing. Last month, 
the high court turned down the appeal 
of Robert Excel! White, condemned 
for the same robbery-murder. 
Livingston said he was denied a fair 
trial when prospective jurors were 
excluded for voicing general op­ 
position to the death penalty. He also 
claimed his rights were violated when 
the trial court allowed a psychiatric 
report to be used as evidence of 


Livingston’s competency to stand 
trial. 
The defendant said he had never 
been informed of the legal effects of 
such a psychiatric test and that he had 
not been allowed to have an attorney 
present 
when the test was ad­ 
ministered. 
Livingston 
was 
convicted 
specifically for the killing of Preston 
Broyles, the 72-year-old owner of the 
rural store, who was shot to death 
during the holdup. 
Two teenage customers were also 
killed during the May ll, 1974 robber}' 
that netted about $200.

Painting 


CHICAGO (UPI) - As the 
weather warms up and paint 
sales perk up, decorating 
consultant Susan Barna has 
this advice for do-it-yourself 
exterior 
house-painters 
lucky enough to have a 
helper: fight for the flat­ 
work. 
“ The flatwork takes about 
a third as long to paint as the 
trim,” says Miss Barna, one 
of about 
1,000 decorating 
consultants for a large paint 
m anufacturer 
who 
also 
operates 
paint 
centers 
throughout 
the 
United 
States. 
The centers sell paint, wall 
covering, draperies, blinds, 
shades and related products. 
M iss 
B arn a’s 
advice 
begins with the brush: 
“ Use one about 9 inches 
long, 4-or 5-inch wide bristles 
for flatwork, narrower for 
trim. 
“ Most 
do-it-yourselfers, 
about 80 per cent, prefer 
latex (water soluble) paints. 
Brushes for latex paint can 


be of natural or synthetic 
fibers. 
“ But for the best results in 
oil-base 
paints, 
natural 
fibers must be used.” 
A good quality exterior 
paint runs $12 and $16 per 
gallon, she said. 
“ Try to buy in the spring, 
because there are lots of 
sales. 
“ A top-grade paint is 
usually good for 
seven 
years; the bottom-of-the-line 
product, four or five.” 
Surface preparation is 
probably the hardest job, she 
said , much harder than 
applying paint. 
"... if you don’t remove old 
blistered paint and moisture 
from the interior of your 
surfaces as well as the ex­ 
terior, you’re going to have 
trouble. 


“ Seventy-five per cent of 
problems arising from paint 
jobs are caused by moisture, 
whether it’s inside or under 
your surface, 
or on the 
outside." 
She 
em phasized 
that 
trouble 
pops 
up on any 
surface that 
hasn’t 
been 
thoroughly cleaned 
and 
smoothed down. 
“ Amateurs tend to over­ 
spread 
or 
underspread, 
depending 
on 
whether 
they’re running low or trying 
to make sure they slap on 
enough paint to cover a 
surface with one coat,” she 
said.

LONDON (UPI) — Jam es 
Galway plays a golden flute. 
But he has been known to 
produce a tin whistle for 
encores. He is liable to talk 
to his audiences. He envies 
the rapport rock-and-roll 
groups achieve with their 
fans. 
Are you saying, “ What 
kind 
of 
virtuoso 
is 
this 
fellow?” 
Well, he’s a happy-type 
virtuoso. He doesn’t climb 
the concert platform as 
though he were entering the 
ring for catch-as-catch-can 
with Vivaldi. The composer 
is his friend, and the piece 
not an obstacle course on the 
way to final applause but a 
beautiful twinning of talents 
for a few precious minutes. 
He 
thinks 
the 
flute 
technique of Ian Anderson of 
the Jethro Tull group is 
“ in spired.’’ His own, of 
course, is superb. They’re 
beginning to link him with 
the greats. There are people 
all over Europe who are 
awakening to his flute as 
though they’d never heard 
the 
instrum ent 
before. 
Youngsters, too. 
“ You betcha boots,” he 
said, “ between me and 
Jethro Tull we’ve sold more 
flutes for manufacturers. I 
think there are an awful lot 
of kids playing the flute.” 
Some of the best modern 
composers are anxious to 
write or arrange for him — 
Malcolm 
Arnold and 
Sir 
Lennox Berkeley among 
them. Only two years a 
soloist, his name already 
fills concert halls and sells 
thousands of records 
for 
RCA. He could hit the pop 
charts 
as 
well 
as 
the 
classical if he wanted to. 
He talks about this with 
the soft lilt of his native 
Belfast where it all began 37 
years ago. Dad s best friend 
tried to teach him the violin 
when he was 9. He hated it. 
Dad was a laborer who 
played the flute. “ If there 
was a hooley, he was always 
in,” his son says fondly. So it 
was the flute. 
Uncle Joe ran a fife-and- 
drum corps and had a fund 
fo r 
u n d e r p r i v i l e g e d 
children. Nephew Jam es 
joined the band and earned a 
grant for three years of 
study in London and a fourth 
in Paris. He went to Brat­ 
tleboro, Vt., where the great 
teacher Marcel Moyse, then 
85, taught him how to elicit a 
romantic line from the in­ 
strument. 
He worked with several 
British orchestras and then 
auditioned for the Berlin 
Philharmonic and Herbert 
von Karajan, an episode 


which has entered into 
musical legend. 
A telegram changing the 
time of the audition arrived 
after he left Britain. They 
told him he was late and had 
missed his chance, besides 
the standard was so high he 
didn’t have much chance 
anyway. 
A few minutes after he 
began 
a 
colorful 
but 
h isto ric a lly in a ccu rate 
commentary on Attila the 
Hun and his descendants, the 
audition was hastily rein­ 
stated. He played the or­ 
chestral solo flute repertory 
from memory and got the 
job. 
He was teaching at the 
Eastman School of Music in 
Rochester, N.Y., when his 
solo career took off. He has 
seven flutes, four gold, three 
silver. The gold ones each 
contain a pound of pure red 
gold and he says they deliver 
more tone colors than the 
silver. 
The catchline “ The Man 
with the Golden F lu te’’ 
makes him wince a little. A 
publicist thought that one up. 
He doesn’t like “ bubble 
and 
squeak 
m usic’’ 
produced by composers who 
scorn melody or can’t write 
it. He wishes Samuel Barber 
would compose something 
for him. He has played with 
great success a work by 
John M ayer, which has 
eastern influences. “ He’s a 
really nice guy,” he says. 
Shostakovich and Boulez are 
“ nice guys.” 
A vegetarian, he eats 
brown rice and beans for 
breakfast. He has a thick 
black beard, four children 
and a Swiss wife and lives in 
Lucerne. He is eager to tour 
the United States but feels he 
would reach more people if 
he had a television show 
there. 
“ I’d bring along some of 
my friends,” he says. 
And his penny whistle.

Speedway Motel, called for a 
boycott to support racer Bill 
Puterbaugh, who was ousted 
from the race when the car 
he qualified was purchased 
by Walther’s father. 
George Walther, 
acting 
through his racing cor­ 
poration — Walmotor, Inc. 
— bought the car assigned to 
Puterbaugh from L^e Elkins 
Enterprises for a reported 
$60,000. 
A joint 
statem ent 
by 
Walther and Elkins said the 
team s checked with 500 
Chief Steward Tom Binford 
and determined there was 
nothing illegal about the sale 
of the Elkins’ car. 


The statement added that 
Puterbaugh 
was 
com­ 
pensated for his ride and 
would be paid more money 
after the race. 
But Puterbaugh, of In­ 
dianapolis, told Speedway 
officials that Elkins “sold 
the car out from under me.” 
He repeated the charges at 
the drivers’ meeting, where 
Indy veterans Bill Vukovich 
and Gary Bettenhausen said 
all drivers should boycott the 
race Sunday. 
Phil Cole, spokesman for 
the Walther corporation, 
said Salt Walther was in New 
York 
for 
a 
television 


program and was unaware 
of the purchase through the 
early evening hours. 
But 
negotiations started during 
the 
morning 
when 
the 
younger Walther still was at 
Indianapolis 
for 
the 
traditional d riv ers’ golf 
tournament. 
Cole said that Walther 
definitely would replace 
Puterbaugh in the car and 
run in carburetion tests 
Thursday. 


Binford explained that 
U.S. Auto Club rules do not 
prohibit the sale of race cars 
already qualified for any 
race. He said as far as he 
was concerned, Salt Walther 
also was an 
“acceptable 
substitute or relief driver” 
for the May 29 race 
But Binford added that 
inserting Walther in place of 
Puterbaugh before the start 
of the million-dollar classic 
would automatically move 
the car from 28th to the 33rd 
and final starting slot.
